R. V. C. Society to send n delegation 
to the next meeting to further explain 
their position in relation to the ques- 
tion. 

At the next meeting of the Council, 
a delegation from the R. V. C, Society I 
was presetit and explained that 
the members of the R. V. C, SoclotJ 
would no longer be satisfied with the, 
depi-ep of control asked for. that the 
only denrée of control which would 1 
he satisfactory would be that amount | 
of control which could apparently 
only he obtained by securing repre- 
sentation on the Council, thai the ladles 
Wished to withdraw their former sip- 
p'iratlon and to replace It by an ap- 
plication for admission of their mem- 
bers into the membership of the Stu- 
dents' Society with representation on 
the Council. Thia second application 
was discussed at length on Its merits 
at two meetings, and the Council af- 
ter explaining that this matter could 
only he legislated upon by the Stud- 
ents' Society expressed the opinion 
that Uie granting of the application 
was not feasible or advisable nt the 
present time. In communicating this 
expression of opinion to the President 
Of the R. V. 0, Undergraduate Society, 
It was stated that the Council was 
ready to resume the consideration ot 
the first application or of any other 
proposal as to the relationship with 
the Mcfiill Daily. 

During the following week the Coun- 
cil received communication of the fol- 
lowing resolution adopted by the K. V. 
C. Undergraduate Society: 

"Whereas the representatives of the 
R. V. ,C Undergraduate Society can 
have no constitutional position on the 
staff of Met 1111 Daily because they are 
not members of the Students' Society, 
and whereas the Students' i uUncll 
cunnot legislate for- nnn-mcmhers, 
and whereas It Is not feasible to ad- 
mit members of the H. V. C. Under- 
graduate Society to membership In the 
Students' Society, be it resolved that 
relations between Met Sill Dally and the 
R. V. «'. Undergraduate Society cease 
immediately upon receipt of this tet- 
ter until satisfactory relations be es- 
tablished." 

In view of the fact that this reso- 
lution seemed to bring our negotia- 
tions to an "Impasse" the Council de- 
cided to refer the matter to the Stu- 
dents' Society at the next semi-annual 
meeting. Meanwhile, since the R. V. 
C. students have expressed derided 
disapproval of the manner in which It. 
V. C. affairs were discussed in the 
Dally, and since the ladies have de- 
clined to furnish any further reports 
of their events to the editorial staff, 
the Council considered that since il 
seemed impossible with the means at 
present at its command to handle the 
news from the U. V. ''. to the satis- 
faction of the ladies, it was their duty 
to Instruct the Editor-in-chief to pub 
lish no reports relating to the Royal 
Victoria College until further notice 
and to refer the matter to the Stu- 
dents' Society for an expre*«ioii on 
the subject.

OUS political satire written by Dr. 
Arbuthnot. entitled 'The History of 
John Bull," ami first published in 1712. 
At ahout that time the question of 
the Spanish succession was agitating 
all Kurope. This agitation had gone 
on. in one way or another, for more 
than fifteen years, and not all the 
triumphs of Marlborough, or Peter- 
borough, or the Prince Eugene could 
allay, in England, the growing discon- 
tent over the matter, and the growing 
antagonism to the Whigs, who were 
largely responsible for it. Dr. Ar- 
buthnot was a Tory of Tories. A 
friend of Jonathun Swift and of Alex- 
ander Pope, he was a brilliant satirist, 
"full of abundant imagination." and 
from his position as court physician 
he enjoyed many privileges. So he 
looked out on the limes, ou the ad- 
ventures of the Whigs In Prance and 
in Spain, und launched out, after the 
manner of his day, into a scries of 
political pamphlets. 

It was in the year 171 that nil 
London, or" that pari of it which had 
grown tired of the Whigs, found It- 
self rejoicing over the first of a ser- 
ies of such pamphlets which began 
to appear under the title of "Law 
is a llotlomless Pit, Kxemplyfied in 
the case of Lord Strutl, John Hull. 
Nicholas Progg and Lewis Baboon, 
who spent all they had in a law suit. I 
Printed from the manuscript found I 
in the cabinet of the famous Sir Ilum-| 

phrey Poleeworth." And Lord Strut! 
was Charles II. of Spain; John Bull, 
was, of course England; and Nicho- 
las Progg, "a cunning rogue, quite 
the reverse of John," was Holland; 
whilst Lewis Baboon was Le tirand 
Monarque, "And sometimes you 
Would see Lewis Baboon behind the 
counter, selling broadcloth, sometimes 
measuring linen; next day, he would 
be dealing in mercery wares; high 
heads, ribbons, gloves, fans and lace, 
he understood to H nicety." So Ar- 
buthnot goes on. filling in the picture 
with wonderful deftness. showing 
Louis, us he was. forever seizing 
wealth wherever he could find it. and 



Dr. Colby then turned to the 
subject of bis lecture, namely, the 
volution of I BOB. He began by recall- 
ing the stir produced everywhere, in 
1881, by the assassination of Alex- 
ander II. "Between 1SS0 and 1890." he 
went on to say. "nothing which could 
be written ahout the horrors, the ex- 
citements and the mysteries of Rus- 
sian life appeared too chimerical or 
high coloured for the average reader 
of romantic fiction."

The nation was not ready 
for It at that time, und the position 
of the Tsar- then Nicholas I.— was so 
firm that li» could render Valuable as- 
sistance to his brother sovereign in dis- 
tress, Francis Joseph of Austria. 

But thirty years later conditions 
Were quite changed, owing largely to 
the Influence of Western thought, 
which was then rapidly spreading In 
Russia. Kven the patriotic feelinq 
evoked by the war with Turkey could 
not stein this movement towards Ub- 
era'ism and democracy Which had 
manifested Itself, as we have stated 
above, among the educated class. A 
great number of young Russians went 
to Western universities, where they 
usually assimilated— as a reaction, 
probably against the state of affairs 
In their own country — the most radi- 
cal doctrines. Socialists like l.asalle 
and Karl Marx were widely read In 
Russia, and, as the lecturer put It, 
"when she begun to imbibe the strong 
wine of Western progressiveness, some, 
at least, of her people quaffed very 
copiously— with the result that radi- 
calism went to their heads and led 
them to become revolutionists." He 
Illustrated this by quoting a passage 
from one of Joseph Conrad's novels: 
"Under Western Kyes." 

From what we have said above, 
then, one can easily see that the Im- 
portance of Ideas, in the formation of 
the revolutionary current that was to 
lead to the events of 190â, can hard- 
ly he exaggerated. If the Revolution 
did not break out in 1841, but In lOOS, 
It is not because the conditions were 
then worse than before -the contrary 
would be true— hut because progressive 
Ideas had made their way into the edu- 
cated circles of the country. Like the 
great French Revolution, the Russian 
Revolution of lltor. "sprang from the 
kind of reaction that is produced when 
fresh and uncompromising ideas nre 
brought to bear upon actual conditions 
which In many respects are intoler- 
able." 

The lecturer then warned his audi- 
ence against the over-gloomy pictures 
which, in England and elsewhere, it 
was the fashion to draw of Russia 
during the last years of the past cen- 
tury. Much, of course, can be said 
about the strict censofrship of the 
Russian government, which serves to 
keep the masses In the dark; about 
the evil prat-tire of espionage) the 
treatment of the Jews, and the unjust 
Incidence of taxation; or about "the 
absence of any representative fnstltu 
Hons which could furnish a vehicle for 
the expression of popular feellnjt" but

Profits. 

Having dealt wtlh nearly every- 
thing lit connection with the effl- 
- ient management of a plant, we come 
to the real object of manufacturing 
from the manufacturer's point of view 
-profits. 

There are two ways of Increasing 
profits, either by Increasing the sell- 
ing price, or by decreasing the manu- 
facturing cost. A company which In- 
creases the selling price has no chance 
with keen competition going on around 
it. Therefore, decreasing the cost of 
production Is the only alternative 
This can be accomplished in either of 
two ways, by reducing wages, or by 
increasing the output with t.he same 
number of machines and employees, 
which Is, in other words, working the 
plant at 100 per cent, efficiency. 

There would be violent objections to 
the wages being reduced on the part 
nf the workmen. Hence scientific nnd 
efficient management Is the only so 
lutlon to Increasing a company's pro- 
tits. 

An increase In the setting price, If 
competitors will agree to keep It at 
the same high level, means an In- 
crease In the cost of living which re 
quires an increase In wages. This will, 
In turn, increase the. cost of produ 
tlon: hence the sale prices are ngain 
raised anil so on. 

The strange part of it all is that 
manufacturers pay more attention in 
trying to increase the selling price than 
nroperly reducing the production cost 
for all that. 

Profits are equal to sales price* less 
material cost plus labour costs plus 
overhead expenses and by increas- 
ing the output without altering the 
overhead charges or sales prices and 
increasing the wages slightly (the ma 
terial cost will rise proportionally to 
the output) the profits will rise very 
substantially. So much for profits.

aiul was consldereil by the people as 
,:iu unprofitable and costly adventure, 
which would only bring about heavier 
taxation. The Hussian troops fought 
without enthusiasm, and were not 
supported by any great inspiring 
principle. At home a spirit of unrest 
Immediately manifested Itself. Tn 
February, lf>04. a fortnight only after 
the declaration of war, the Institute 
of Mining Engineers at St. Petersburg 
passed a resolution In which it con- 
demned the policy of the Government. 
In March the revolutionary Committee 
of Self-rrotectlOn and Salutary Re« 
form began lo show signs of activity. 
Proclamations were Issued. The 
most Interesting perhaps, Is that 
Issued In June by Count Leo Tolstoi," 
and in which he urges soldiers and 
civilians to keep aloof from the war.

The Tsar changed his policy nnd 
placed at the head of Ihe Department 
of the Interior, Prince Mirskl. an aris- 
tocrat eif liberal disposition. Mlrsky 
even allowed a conference of the dele- 
gates from the Zemstva tn be held at 
St. Petersburg In November. Resolu- 
tions were passed to "the effect that 
the whole state must be rc-orgnni7.cn 
on the basis of fundamental laws — to 
which all Russians, from the Tsar to 
the peasant, should be subject."
